COURSE  OP  ACTION 


Resolved  that,  as  detarmining  its  coiirsa  of  action,  the  Committee 

(1)  -  accepts,  as  involving  a  high  moral  obligation  on  Cana.da, 
the  pledge  of  Queen  Victorians  proclamation  of  1858,  which  was 
renewed  by  King  Edward  VII  and  King  George  V  "we  hold  Ourselves 
bound  to  the  natives  of  Our  Indian  territories  by  the  same  obli¬ 
gations  of  duty  which  bind  Us  to  all  Our  other  subjects. ” 

(2)  -  declares  its  conviotion  that  this  Imperial  bond  necessitates 
the  passing  of  Canadian  immigration  Iwws  which  will  prevent  dis¬ 
crimination,  on  racial  account,  against  British  Hindus,  while  oar¬ 
ing  for  the  established  economic  policy  of  the  nation. 

iZ)  -  invites  the  aid  of  all  persons  and  organizations  concerned 
for  the  repute  of  Canada  within  the  Empire  in  ascertaining  and 
disseminating  the  facts  relating  to  the  Immlgratldn  of  Hindus  to 
Canada,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  episode  of  the  Komagnta  Maru; 
and  In  assisting  the  representatives  of  Canadian  life  in  India  to 
remove  the  danger  to  good  feeling  towards  them  which  has  recently 
increased. 

(4)  -  expresses  its  profound  admiration  for  the  magnificent  manner 
in  which  India,  at  her  own  expense,  is  fighting  for  the  Empire,  and 
its  especial  gratitude  that ,- Inasmuch  as  the  destiny  of  Canada  is 
being  decided  in  Prance,  India  sent  her  soldiers,  notably  the  Sikhs, 
whose  service  during  the  Mutiny  is  imperishable,  to  defend  Canadian 
freedom  before  Canadian  soldiers  could  reach  the  front,  and  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  send  millions  more,-  and  recognizes  the  cardinal  importance 
of  racial  co-operation  to  the  future  of  the  Empire,  of  which  so  un¬ 
exampled  a  demonstration  has  been  given  by  the  people  of  India. 

(5)  -  conveys  to  the  press  of  India,  and  of  the  Empire  generally, 
the  foregoing  statement  of  its  position  as  an  earnest  of  the  next 
most  practical  contribution  to  Imperial  progress  which  may  be  made 
by  the  Canadian  people.
